1 . SUMMARY: WORK BY A SPECIAL DRAFTING GROUP COMPOSED 
OF FIVE PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVES CONTINUES ON A 
DECLARATION ON HUMAN RIGHTS WHICH, IF ALL GOES WELL, 

WILT. BE ISSUED BY THE COMMITTEE OF MINISTERS WHEN 
THEY MEET HERE APRIL 27. THE DECLARATION NOTES THE 
COMMITMENT TO PERFECTING HUMAN RIGHTS IN WESTERN 
EUROPE AND GOES ON TO ENDORSE THE TWENTY COUNCIL OF 
EUROPE MEMBERS' PLAYING AN "ACTIVE PART" IN STRENGTHEN- 
ING HUMAN RIGHTS INTERNATIONALLY. END SUMMARY. 

2. IT WAS THE BELGIANS WHO IN THE "SIMONET PROPOSAL" 

MADE DURING LAST NOVEMBER'S COMMITTEE OF MINISTERS 
MEETING HERE URGED THAT SUCH A DECLARATION BE MADE 
(PARIS 35040 OF L2/L/77, PARA 6). THE DRAFTING 

GROUP HAS MADE SUFFICIENT PROGRESS ON A CONSENSUS 
DECLARATION SO THAT BARRING LAST-MINUTE RECALCITRANCE

3. WHILE THE DECLARATION WOULD BE SOMEWHAT OVERSHAD- 
OWED BY THAT MADE AT THE RECENT EC COPENHAGEN MEETING, 
THERE IS STRONG SENTIMENT AMONG THE NON-EC COUNCIL OF 
EUROPE MEMBERS THAT ALL OF WESTERN EUROPE COME OUT 

AS FORCEFULLY AS POSSIBLE ON BEHALF OF HUMAN RIGHTS
